14. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 13, wherein the glass is hardened. 

15. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 13, wherein the glass is transparent. 

16. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 11, wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

17. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 16, wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded.

18. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 11, wherein at least a portion of each of the 
first and second sides includes an abrading surface. 

19. (Currently Amended) A nail file device comprising: 

a glass monolithio body having a first surface, a second surface opposite the first surface, 
first and second opposite ends, and first and second opposite edges; 

w herein at least a majority of the first surface is etched to form a roughonodj tho 

roughened portion of the first surface that extends from the first end toward the 
second end and extends from the first edge to the second edge, and the roughened 
portion of the first surface is defined by random peaks and valleys ; th e body, tho 
first and - aooond surfaces, th e first and Gocond ends^tho firot and s e cond odgoc, 
and tho roughonod portion of tho firot surfac e ar e integrally form e d of a singlo 
monolithic material, and th e mat e rial is - non corrosiv e ond moioturo impervious. 

20. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 19, wherein the roughened portion has a 
roughness between about 10 |im to about lOOfAm.

24. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 19, wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

25. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 24, wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded. 

26. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 1 9, wherein at least a majority of each of 
the first and second sides are roughened.

a monolitiiie unitary body having a first surface, a second surface opposite the first

surfaces, the abrading surface having irregular peaks and valleys, wherein the 
abrading surface extends from the first end toward the second end and extends 
from the first edge to the second edge, and tho roughonod portion of th e first 
surface is defined - by random poa te s^d vall e ys; wherein the body, the first and 
second surfaces, the first and second ends, the first and second edges, and the 
roughonod portion abrading surface of tho firot - surfhc e are formed of a monolithic 
glass c l e m ent . 

28. (Currently Amended) The nail file of claim 27, wherein the rough e ned portion abrading 
surface has a roughness between about 10 fim to about lOO^un. 

29. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, wherein the glass is hardened. 

30. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, whereia the glass is transparent. 

3 1 . (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 27, wherein at least one of the ends tapers 
to a point. 

32. (Previously Presented) The nail file of claim 31, wherein the end opposite the tapered 
end is rounded. 

33. (Currently Amended) The nail file of claim 27, wherein at least a majority of each of the 
first and second sid e s surfaces are roughened. 

34. (New) The nail file device of claim 19, wherein the body, the first and second surfaces, 
the first and second ends, the first and second edges, and the roughened portion of the first 
surface are integrally formed of a single unitary material.

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35. (New) The nail file device of claim 19, wherein the roughened portion is formed by a 
chemical etching process* 

36. (New) The nail file device of claim 35, wherein the chemical etching is acid engraving. 

37. (New) The nail file device of claim 36, wherein the acid engraving involves a hydrogen 
fluoride solution. 

38. (New) The nail file device of claim 27, wherein the body, the first and second surfaces, 
the first and second ends, the first and second edges, and the abrading surface of the first surface 
are formed of a unitary glass material. 
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
